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are not willfully incredulous by the human bones which from 
time to time are brought to light,about the premises numbered 
oo in queen street. This open space was not apportioned to the 
houses at the time of the Fine,and being principally composed 
of church ~round,is presumed to be still vested in the rector, 
exclusively in rigzht of his church. It never can be seriously 
contended, as the law stands,that any part of the patrimony of 
the Church can be so seperated from it,unless by an express act 
of the Legislature,as to deprive the “ector of his rights.
